The uncertainty ‘of ‘the -situa- 
tion has filled all Italians with the 
deepest distress, for they still have 
fear that the day may. come .whenithat 
part of the country, which seems to 
have been most ed by mature, 
will be destroyed by the blind «forces 
of that same nature which nearly 
nineteen centuries ago overwhelmed 
Pompeii and Herculaneum. 

AN reports show that the present.

on the eastern coast of Sicily sunk 
vessels and inundated the lower part 
of Catania, “It is known that-a num- 
ber of people were killed in that place.

A RIGOROUS LAW. 


South Australia Plans Drastic Meas 
Ure Regarding Hotels. 

London, Dec. 29.—(C.A.P. Cable.)— 
The Melbourne correspondent of The 
Chronicle writes that the South Aus- 
tralian Legislative Assembly has just 
accepted a most drastic licensed vie- 
tuallers’ bill. Some idea of the 
changes which the measure legalizes 
may be gathered from the following 
facta: 

It proposes to close all hotels during 
Parliamentary elecetion days (federal 
or state), Christmas Day and Good 
Friday, renders illegal single women 
holding licenses, unless they at pres- 
ent do so; abolish duplicate barrooms 
unless special permission is given by 
the magistrates, requires travelers to 
journey ten miles from their homes 
before they become bona fide travel- 
ers; tightens the provisions of exist- 
ing law. 

Respecting closing at 11 p.m., if the 
bill passes the legislative council, 
South Australia will have in operation 
the most advanced liquor law of the 
whole Commonwealth.

LONDON TIMES APOLOGIZES. 


Tt was part of the late campaign to 
make an attack upon the Commission- 
ers who have in charge the building of 
the National Transcontinental Rail- 
way. The Conservatives had a plot 
which would have been sprung at the 
last moment, but unfortunately for 
them it was discovered by their oppon- 
ents, and nothing was done. 

About this time a certain corres- 
pondent of the London Times, who 
had been sent out here to give his 
views of the country, fell into the 
bands of members of the Tory party 
with the result that he was inspired to 
wrile articles reflecting seriously upon 
the honesty of the members of the 
Transcontinental Commission. The 
charge was brazenly made that an 
organized system of rohbery was in 
force, that duplicate books were kept, 
and that millions of dollars were paid 
for which there was no work done 
This, and similar articles were printed 
by the Times, and editorial comments 
followed calculated to place the Rail- 
way Commissioners in an unenviable 
light. 

Hon. S. N, Parent, chairman Nat- 
ional Transcontinental Commission at 
once instructed counsel in London to 
secure from the Times an apology and 
retraction, or enter a suil for libel. The 
result was that the following was print 
ed in the Times on December r2th, 

“The Canadian Elections.—Our at- 
tention has been called by Hon. Simon 
N. Parent, K.C., the chairman of the 
Transcontinental Rrilway Commission, 
ol Canada, toa certain cable sent us 
by one of our Canadian correspond- 
ents, and appearing in the ‘Times’ of 
October 24th and the ‘Mail’ of Octo- 
ber 26th, 1908, We desire te say that 
this message was not intended to :on- 
vey the slightest reflection upon the 
Commissioners or on their integrity. 
We ourselves do not regard the des- 
patch as containing any such reflection 
and we regret that anybody should 
pul any such construction upon it,” 

The Times first prints a communi- 
cation from a correspondent who did 
not know what he was writing about — 
aman who had been.only a few weeks 
in the Dominion and who was easily. 
influenced by Conservative politicians 
to write something injurious to the 
administration in an election year, 
Then the Times publishes an editorial 
based upon the assumption that the 
charges made by its correspondent 
were true, Then follows an apology 
and the statement that the cable was 
not intended to convey any reflections, 
and was not so regarded by the Times 
—followed bya regret that anybody 
should put such construction upon it. 

The Times certainly finds itself in a 
tight corner. If the Times did not 
consider the cabled article one which 
discredited the Commission why was 
an editorial published tased upon the 
assumption that the article was true? 
Then again the regret expressed by the 
Times that anybody should put an 
lojurious construction on the article 
may be estimated when one considers 
that any construction placed upon the 
article by any person in England was 
greatly influenced by the editorial al 
ready alluded to,

Grand Trunk Will Use the Telephone 
in Operating its Trains 


Superintendent Nixon of the Grand 
Trunk, has announced to the London 
Advertiser, that as soon as is prac- 
ticable the Grand Trunk will do away 
with the present system of operating 
their trains by telegrapli and will in- 
stall what-is known as the telephone 
system. ° 

Mr. Nixon states that this will not 
in any way reduce the number of op- 
erators required, but will give. the 
railway a much quicker and fully as 
efficient a system of operating. 

* The change will probably be made 
within the next month or two. 
A YBAR'S TRIAL 

“§ year’s trial of the telephone as 
a means of despatching trains'’ said 
Mr. Nixon, ‘‘har proved its practica- 
bility; railway men recognize that 
the day of the ticker is past so far 
as they are concerned, and they are 
preparing to hasten the change all 
over the continsnt of America,'” 

In December, 1907, the first install- 
ation of the telephone was made on 
the New Yor’ Central Road, over a 
small stretch between New York and 
Fonda; to-day, 
tends over 


the new system ex- 
4,900 miles; and by the 
end of another year it will cover 15,- 
000 miles of track in the United 
States and Ganaha. 
THE GRHAT ADVANTAGD 

The groat advantage of the tele- 
phone over the telegraph in railway 
work lies In the speed of transmis- 
sion which allows for the transaction 
of a much greater volume of business 
The cost of the installation Is great, 
about seven times as much as the In- 
slollation of a telegrapbie connection 
from the fact that two copper wires 
‘must be used instead of one tron 
one; the cost of maintenance 1s 
greater, and the cost of operation is 
about the same; but the increased, 
facility of operation, espectally over 
the congealed portions of the rail- 
way, are held to justify the change. 
Where (he telephone supplanting the 
telegraph, the same operators are us- 
ed, so there is no change in this res- 
pect, The telephone has the advant- 
age that the operator may sphak, to 
any trainman direct, and not neces- 
sarily through a second operator, a 
third party. It is claimed to be just 
as sale if not safer, than the tele- 
graph.

American Postal Officials Show Where 
Revision was a Benefit to 
Canada 


Under the revised postal convention 
the amount of second class matter 
from the United States to Canada 
has been greatly reduced. according 
to the report of the third assistant 
postmaster of the United States. Af- 
ter dealing with the matter ‘at some 
length and pointing out that under 
the then existing arrangements Oana- 
da could find no relief from the ex- 
excessive second class matter at the

CANADIANS COMPROMISHD 

Fortunately for the publishers 
this country the Canadian adminis- 
tration was willing to compromise by 
fixing the rate at one cent for each 
four ounces or fraction of four ounc- 
es based on the rate of each package 
and prepaid by stamps affixed, thus 
reducing the cost on such matl mat- 
ter to substantially four cents a 
pound instead of eight cents a pound 
and thereby saving the publishers of 
this country annually an amount es- 
timated to be at least $400,000, 

Since the taking eflect of the 
amendment in question, the subject 
of the entry of United States publi- 
cations in Canada as second class 
matter, and the similar entry of Oan- 
adian published in this’ country has 
arisen. This administration | was 
agreeable to such entry. The Canad- 
jan administration, however, invoked 
the provisions of article 4 of the con- 
vention, which read as follows ‘ 

In case any correspondence is tend- 
ered for malling in either country ob- 
viously with the intentlon to evade 
the higher postal rates applicable to 
it in the other country it shall be re- 
fused unless payment be made of such 
higher rates, thereby making it im- 
possible for American publishers to 
enter their publications in the Oana- 
dion mails as second class matter. 
This administration cannot, of cours2 
grant to the publishers of Oanada 
greater privilege than’ the Canadian 
administration is willing to afford 
our publishers,

The total number of appjications 
for admission of publications to the 
second class passed upon was 4,649, 
a decrease of 699 from the previous 
year. 

The number of such applications 
which were favorably acted upon was 
3,913, a decrease of 11 from the pre- 
vious year, Admission was denied 
736 publications, a decreases of 688 
from the previous year. 

The number of news agents’ per- 
mits issued was 280, a decrease of 11 
from the previous year. 

SHCOND-CLASS MATTER 

The number of pounds of second- 
class matter mailed upon which pos- 
tage at the cent-a-pound rate was 
paid was 712,945,176, creating a reve- 
nue of §$7,129,451.76, an increase of 
52,606,336 pounds in weight and 
$526,068,36 in postage collected at 
the pound rate—an increase of 7.96 
per cent ovar the year 1906, 

The number of pounds of second- 
class matter mailed free of postage 
within the , country of publication 
during the fiscal year was 52,460,465 
pounds, an increase of 4,620,465 
pounds, or 9.65 per cent, and con- 
stituting 6.9 per cent of the entire 
amount of second-class matter mailed 
at the pound rate and free of pos- 
tage during the year in the United 
States. 

The aggregate amount of second- 
class matter mailed at the pound 
rate and free of postage during the 
year was 746,405,427 pounds, or 382,- 
792.7 tons, an increase of 57,226,804 
pounds (28,613.4 tons) over the prey- 
ious year, 

The number of post offices at which 
second class matter was mailed at 
the pound rate was 10,232, an  in- 


crease of 62 over the pre*ious year. 

At 45 ounces where the largest 
amount of postage on such mailings 
was collected, leaving only 18.97 per 
cont for the remaining 10,187 offices, 
at which the second-class matter is 
entered. 

At New York City alone 21.81 per. 
cent of the total amount of second- 
class postage was collected; at Chi- 
cago 10.75 per cent; and at tho five 
offices of New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, St. Louis and Boston 46.17 
per cent.

Infected Money Poisons 
a Former Ops Man 


———— 


Rev. Father Collins has Narrow Escape 
from Death from Blood Poisoning 


The following from the Detroit Free 
Press refers to a former resident of 
Ops. Rey, Father Collins is a son ot 
Mr. T. Collins, Sussex-st. 

“Rey. John B. Gollins, assistant 
pastor of St. Anne’s church, is at 
the rectory of the church, seriously 
ill from blood poisoning, the result 
of this having rubbed his hand over 
a small sore on his neck directly af- 
ter counting the money collected in 
his church Sunday, January 10, 

Rey, Collins, who has been at St. 
Anne's for more than a year, and 
is one of the best loved pastors the 
church has had, did not pay much at- 
tentlon to the small eruption on the 
back of his neck, though it annoyed 
him occasionally, Sunday night, a 
week ago, alter he counted the coins 
which were dropped in the plate at 
church that day, he carelessly rub- 
bed his fingers across his neck, Mon- 
day he became suddenly ill, blood- 
poisoning set in, and in the after- 
noon he was forced to his bed.

Enforcements of Law May be Placed 


Under School Boards of 
Province 


Some important amendments to 
the Truancy Act are now being pre- 
pared for consideration at the com- 
ing session of the Legislature. One 
of these changes, it is expected, will 
be to place the enforcement of the 
truancy laws under the School 
Boards of the Province instead of in 
the hands of the local police. For 
some time it has been felt that the 
truancy laws were pretty much of a 
dead letter, Only in about one-fifth 
of the schools has there been even an 
attempt to enforce them. This, it is 
claimed, has been partly due to the 
divided responsibility, and it is argu- 
ed that if school boards have power 
to enforce the law which they have 
to administer, this weakness will be

FEEDING HOGS 


- Channon then introduced Mr. 
‘Emmerson, one of the delegates to 
the meeting, who gave a very in- 
structive address on his experience in 
hog raising. Owing to the high price 
of feed, help and other expenses and 
the low price offered for the product, 
Mr. Emmerson said that hogs had 
become a rather unpopular subject 
amongst the farmers to-day. He was 
prepared to show his audience that 
there was still money in hogs if they 
would but use care and give the mat- 
ter a little attention. They must stu- 
dy closely, however. Good feeding is 
necessary, but stuffing hogs is expen- 
sive and useless. Feed young pigs five 
or six times a day and later decrease 
till the finished hog gets three meals 
the last two months. For breeding 
purposes, select a sow from spring 
litter. It is not a wise thing to raise 
brood sows to five or six 
pounds weight. They are liable to lic 
on and crush their litter. The mod- 
ern type of bacon hog is the pure 
Berkshire, Tamworth or Yorkshire or 
crosses of these breeds. Eighty per 
cent of our hogs go to foreign coun- 
tries, and if we are to keep these 
‘kets we must look well to the 
Ajpd of hogs we are sending. Mr. Em- 
erson maintained that bacon hogs 
could be raiced on skim milk in wint- 
er for from 44 to 5 cents per pound 
He never fed on grains alone. For 
the capital invested, and the time 
to make a turnover hogs were as 
good as any crop on the farm. One 
of the things he had proved was that 
it does not pay to keep a hog after 
he reaches two hundred pounds 
weight, as the longer you keep him 
the more it costs per pound to raise 
him, and more can be made out ot 
hogs in the summer time than in any 
other season of the year. A sow may 
be kept while there are good litters 
and she is not unruly. Let the 
wean her own pigs. 
three weeks old castrate the 
pigs and pull out or break off 
black teeth. 

Mr. Wm. Channon said he used to 
break off the black teeth, but later 
gave up the idea and found that he 
had no more trouble from pigs dying 
than he had before.

---A Score of People Are Hurt 


A Spread Rail Causes Three Coaches to Roll Down a Steep Bank--One Man 
Has Skull Factured---No One Will Die 


North Bay, Jan. 26.—Over oa sctre 
of passengers on the Cobalt special, 
which left here northward bound, at 
8 o'clock yesterday morning, were in- 
jured in the first wreck of a passenger 
train on the T. & N. 0.

From the circumstances attending 
the accident it was a miracle that 
many were not killed.

THe ramming of the White Star lin- 
er Kepublic in a denas fog early Sat- 
urday morning by the Lloyd Italiano 
line steamship Florida off Nantucket 
Light, WV has been followed by a 
s of events constituting one of | 
the most remarkable of ocean mis- | 
haps on record. 

Wo less than seven ocean liners— 
the Baltic, New York, Furnessia, Le | 
Lorraine and Lucana—and the twe 
crippled ships—Republic and Florida 
—are figuring in this stirring story. 

The 442 passengers of the Republio 

have undergone two transfers on the 
open sea, first to the crippled Florida 
on Saturday morning and again early 
erday to the commodious Baltic, 
which is bringing also the 900 and 
more passengers from the disable 
jorida. 
With the great human cargo of 1,650 
rescued persons, besides her own list 
of. 930, the Dallic will arrive at New 
York early in the morning. The Re- 
public, believed at one time to bo 
eafe, has gone down, and is under 
water near New York. 

The Florida, with her bow rent from 
the terrific impact with the Republic, 
is slowly steering under her own 
steam for this port, conyoyed by the 
American liner New York. 

Six persons lost their lives in the 
collision. The message of Capt. Ran- 
som of the Baltic to the White Star 
Go. in this city gave the names of 
the dead passengers as Mrs. Wugene 
Lynch of Boston and W. J. Mconey, a 
anker, of Langdon, N.D. The injured 
are Mrs. M. M. Murphy, wife of the 
financial agent of the Union Central 
Life Insurance Co. of Grand Yorks, 
W.D., and Eugene Lynch of Boston. 

‘Mr. Mooney and his wife, with Mr. 
and Mrs. Murphy, were bound .on a 


New York, Jan. 26.—Within consid- 
ecably less than 72 hours after the 
crash between the ocean liners Re- 
public and Florida, off the Nantucket 
shoals, which eventually sent the one 
to the bettom and reduced the other 
to an almost helpless state, the sur- 
vivors of the thrilling accident have 
found a haven at last. 

At nightfall last night 1,650 pass' 
gers from the two vessels were 
this port, brought here by the Balti 
Frenzied cheers from the thousan 
at the pier when she docked gree 
her arrival. Tears of thankfulne: 
were shed, affectionate greetings were 
exchan, and only here and there 
was thére a note of sadness heanl. 

On the Republic’s side little was to 
be learned. Her passengers told ‘gra- 
phic.tales of the crash, of the excite- 
ment on board, of the bravery of the 
officers, the good behavior of the crew 
and the efficient work of rescue. 

Little could be learned from Capt. 
Rospini of the Florida last night, but 
according to others who hud been on 
board the Florida and were brought 
into port by the Baltic, something 
went wrong with the Florida’s -steer- 
ing wheel when the collision was im-

in the dark hours of Saturday night 
come perilously near resulting in a 
riot of the 500 Italian steerage pas- 
sengers on the Florida, who believed 
that their vessel was in imminent dan- 
ger of sinking.

The Italians 
made several rushes for the gangway, 
but were repulsed by the officers and 
one or two pagsengera of the Repub- 
lic, who used their fists and a few 
convenient spikes. 

After the Gresham came up with 
the sinking Republic, Sunday fore- 
noon, preparations were made to tow 
the steamer to the nearest land for 
beaching, as Capt. Sealby thought 
that she could be saved. But the 
steamer’s bulkheads were unable to

Nothing was done to 
pauperize the Indians, and the work 
was given in exchange for goods ex- 
cept in cases of poor widows and 
aged men. An exception was made 
at Christmas, which the Indians are 
beginning to observe, and little pre- 
sents are distributed which helped to 
knit their hearts to the church. He 
observed that in the parishes where 
people take up mission work and 
take an interest in missions the par- 
ish benefits by it. This is a reflex 
blessing and a proof of God’s word, 
“They that honor Me them will I 
bless.’’ What would the old country 


have been but for missionaries ? 
What would Canada be only for the 
brave missionaries? We that are 


benefitting should show our apprecia- 


tion and we will recetve a reflex bles- 
sing. When you see a flourishing 
branch of the W. A. you generally

Prof. Zavitz Gives Valuable Informa- 
tion to 150 Interested 
Farmers 


Wednesday at 9.30 Prof. Zavitz, 
of Guelph Agricultural College, took 
charge of the class on seed judging in 
the council chamber. There were 
about one hundred and fifty deeply 
Interested farmers present, and the 
discussion during the class was gen- 
eral and very good, many questions 
being asked and opinions given. 

In opening Prof. Zavitz said that 
the amount of oats grown in Vic- 
toria county exceeded the whole crop 
of the province of Nova Scotia. ac- 
cording to the figures for 1908. He 
then showed a table of the compara- 
tive acreage of the different crops in 
Victoria county for 1908, which was 
as follows: Oats, 71,000 acres; pas- 
ture 57,500, hay 57,000, barley 21,000, 
peas 11,000, mixed grain 10,000, buck- 
wheat 8,000, spring wheat 7,000 fall 
wheat 7,000, \ roots 6,000, potatoes, 
2,000, corn 2,000, rye 1,000, and beans 
about one-tenth of a thousand acres, 

He told the tarmers to keep their 
farms in good shape; that it docs 
not pay to keep dirty, untidy farms 
with broken panes in tho windows, 
and useless fences. The best plan was 
to use a system in all farm work, 
and prosperity would attend them,

ALFALFA GROWING IN CANADA 


Prof. ©. 'A. Zavitz, in discussing 
the vaflue of alfalfa at {he winter 
fair, lated fhat it wa sinteresting 
farmers vbroughout alk OnCaro. The 
bay from this crop contains 11,4 per 
cent. protein in comparison with 6.4 
‘per cent in red clover hnd 12 per 
ent in brans. In corbobiydrates (i 
contnins 43 per cent. in comparison 
fvith’ 88 per cent. off red clover and 
49.4 per cent of bran. The nutriliive 
value is thus intermediate jetween 
red clover and bran. 

As o fertilizer nlfalfa is o 
valuable crop. ‘he hay itself is 
worth $7.34 for the fertilizing in- 
@redients which it contains and 
wiken fed 90 to 95 per cent.| of fhe 
elements go back Lo ibe soil. Besides, 
alfalfa obtains most of ils nilrogen 
from the afir, and muh of its min- 
eras from the sub-soil, consequent- 
dy ithe surface sotf loses but Very 
Tittle of its plant’ Lood. It is some- 
times said thal] a ‘Liekd of lucerne 
‘cannot be plowed, but his fs not 
true, !AlUbough harder (fo plow. than 
red clover, the soif is invariably 
found to be more friable.

ficld ‘to be satisfactory. ‘as both will , 


be ready for cutting af the same 
time, Parmers sowing alfalfa for the 
first time should treat the seed 
with nilro-culifure in order to 
malke sure that Kheir soil is innocu- 
lated Avith Ube bacteria so necessary 
to (the vigorous growllh of the crop. 
The sowing of innoculated seed in 
front of n drili assures tbe cover- 
mg of the seeds which {s necessary 
before the bacteria wilf multiply. 

In cutting and curing grealf care 
ahould be observed to preserve the 
Jeaves, tvihich are the richest part of 
the plant. Tor he first crop, cull 
in jhe morning, ted in Mhe forenoon 
and afternoon, and put up in small 
coils after thesecond Yedding. For 
the ecoond and Uhird crops, Mr. Glen- 
denning never coils ailfalfa, — UH.

The following interesting address 
was recently delivered in a debate ot 
the Y, M, G, A., by Mr, Jas. Peel, 

In considering this subject ‘‘Resolv- 
ed, that o university education dis- 
qualifies n man for manual labor, '’ 
we do not intend to take the word 


“‘disqualifies’’ in its actual sense, No , 


man possessing normal 
styength ond a reasonably sound 
mind is altogether disqualified for 
manual labor, ho matter what his 
education may have been, Unless he 
is crippled by injury or disease, he 
can always resort to some class of 
manual labor as a means of keeping 
soul and body together, provided, of 
course, that he is able to find em- 
ployment. However, there are a num- 
ber of circumstances, which, while 
they may not disqualify altogether, 
will render him less efficient at his 
task, will depreciate his value as a 
working man, and render his career 
as such a failure. It is our purpose 
to show that such is the tendency of 
an university education. 

One of the most important decis- 
tons that any young man is called 
upon to make is that regarding what 
pursuit he shall follow when he is

thrown upon his own resources; by 
what trade or profession will he 
make his way in the world. When 


he is about twenty-one yars of age, 
perhaps a year or two earlier or lat- 
ex, the matter is decided upon and 
he commences to shape his course ac- 
cordingly, Alter a few years have el- 
apsed, say five or seven, he should be 
in a position to earn his livelihood by 
means of his chosen calling, unless 
the has in the meantime inherited a 
legacy or married a wealthy young 
lady.

first essential to a successful career 
of any kind. He most certainly will 
jnot, and whatever prevents a man 
from putting his best powers into 
his work disqualifies him to that ex- 
tent. The education he-has received 
should henceforward be one of the 
greatest influences in his life, and it 
is entirely out of harmony with the 
the calling of a manual laborer. 
Hence ‘he has made a very poor in- 
vestment. Bad investments are an in- 
jury to business life. They have to be 
‘overcome in the future and lived 
‘down. So does university education 
when its possessor must adhere to 


‘manual labor. 


Tn past association with scholarly

The man who must earn his liveli- 
hood by manual labor js a better 
workman and a source of greater sat- 
isfaction to’ his empJoyer if he does 
not feel above the work be has in 
hand, but endeavours to earn pro- 
motion by performing that work in 
the most faith{ul manner possible and 
enlarging his sphere of usefulness to 
his employer. To do this “his mind 
must be thoroughly on his York in- 
stead of running in channels ‘ itirely 
foreign to it. He should endeavor to 
acquire a good education, but when 
he has obtained an education quali- 
fying him for some otber pursuit he 
thas only done himself an injury as a 
manual laborer and made it impos- 
sible to find satisfaction for himself 
or render satisfaction to others in his 
calling..

The annual meeting of St Andrew's 
Presbyterian church was held Wed- 
nesday evening, when the reports of

INCREASE IN MEMBERSHIP 


The letter from the session was 
Most encouraging in its terms, show- 
ing, as it did, that the membership — 
had reached a higher point than ever 
before in its history, At the begin- 
ning of the year there were 557 mem- 
bers aad during the twelve months 
95 have been added, making a total 
of 652, Of this number 60 have been 
removed {rom the roll by death and 
other causes, leaving a net total of

THH MANAGERS’ REPORT 


The report of the Board of Mana- 
gers was also a very satisfactory do- 
cument and showed progress and a 
satisfactory condition of affairs.

In ordinary reven- 
ue the receipts were $28 )ess than last 
year, or a total of $3,822.16. Count- 
ing the collection for the Ross Hos- 
pital ($47.55) and Thanksgiving 
($66.95) total receipts were $7.06 
more than last year. Considering the 
quality of the year this was not so 
vad. The expenditure was $20 more 
than last year or a total of $3806.37 
leaving a balance to begin the New

James 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture, and 
Prof. G. E. Day, of the Ontario Ag- 
ricultural College. Seated with them 
on the platform were the chairman, 
Mr, Wm. Channon, Mr. D. A. Mac- 
Kenzie, B. S. A., and the members 
of the County Council. 

Mr. Channon, in his opening re- 
marks, referred to the good attend- 
ance of both town and country peo- 
ple, The afternoon was both instruc- 
tive and profitable, and attracted 
quite a number of interested people. 

MR, D. A. MAOKENZIB. 

made a short referrence to the short 
course in agriculture at the coilegi- 
ate institute. It was planned to be-

When tho country goes right the 
towns go right, The financiers of ev- 
ery country watch the progress of ag- 
riculture, because much depends upon 
it. There is no disputing the fact of 
its importance, A great many people 
seem to think it is something a 
little beneath other vocations, He in- 
stanced Windsor farm in Bngland, 
and its manager, Mr. Tait. Queen 
Victoria used to visit the farm and 
go into evory detail of the farm work 
with the manager. It was not be- 
neath that good fady, but it was ev- 
idently beneath some of our Canad- 
ians. Some of the groat leaders of 


British nobility were prominent jn 
agriculture. We need to look at the 
importance and dignity of the indus 
try, Queen Victoria set the Bnglish 
people a splendid example {n ‘bis re- 


spect, and they have not been slow 
to follow it. ‘Young man, hold up 
your head,’’ said the speaker. “You 
are not beneath those of any other 
calling.'' It all depends, however on 
the men who follow this calling. A 
man who makes an excuse for being 
ja farmer is a disgrace to his calling. 
He should be a doctor, or a lawyer. 
We hear of great merchants and of 
great engineers, but not a word ol 


have complete equipment. Colleges 
have been provided to instill into the 
minds of those interested the possi- 
bilities of the great agricultural in- 
dustry. The young man on the farm 
needs’more the ‘than public sdhool ed- 
ucation, and he who stays on 
the farm should have an equal chance 
with the one who leaves the farm. 
In Great Britain some of the bright- 
est intellects are directing the opera- 
tions of the great farms, and they 
wave got to make it pay. Successful 
farmers are those who know their 
business, The aim of those interested 
in agriculture is to elevate the call- 
ing. In Denmark the success of the 
bacon trade @opends largely on the 
dairying indus\ry. The exports of ba- 
con had increased and the dairying al- 
so increased accordingly. This was 
done by increasing the efficiency of 
the individual cows—increasing the 
yield. What can we do to increase 
the efficiency of our farmers ? Prices 
vary in the products of the farm. 
There is something wrong. The im- 
proyer of the live stock calls for a 
class of talents second to none, 
There is room for the ambition of 
the young men on the farm towards 
improving conditions. The awakening 


is coming, and the farmer will re- 
ceive due recognition; but it rests 
with himself. Prof. Day hoped that 


the work done by the special courses, 
{farmer's institutes, etc. in this coun- 
try will go on accumulating a mighty 
power that will become irresistable, 
and the farmers will occupy the 


stanced the splendid work being done 
in Essex county in the cause of agri- 
culture.

That work can be done when 
the farmers say they will do their~ 
share. We are trying to further the 
agricultural uplift along rational lin- 
es. To do this we must sit down and 
develop the industry. Do it rationaf- 
ly and scientifically. Then the ques- 
tion of crops comes in. Discard poor 
seed and sow nothing but the best. 
If we could get farmers to do this, 
the crop output would increase by 
the million bushels. If the farmers 
will take the principle enunciat- 
ed by Prof. Zavitz, there would be a 
tremendous uplift in this country. 
What we are trying to bring about is 
to bring the farmer to feel towards 
his business*as the man in the town 
who is making a success of his call- 
ing, and is gradually improving his 
condition. The soil was next referred 
to and the necessity of the study of 
its conditions were strongly empha- 
sized together with its relation to 
the seed sown. Mr. James then pro- 
ceeded to explain the great benefits 
of the agricultural college to the 
boys of the province, and urged that 
they be giyen every encouragement 
to improve their knowledge of the

Deputy-Minister of Agriculture, was 
the next speaker, and in opening he 
expressed the regret of the Minister 
of Agriculture at not being able to 
be present. A few days ago a lawyer 
who was a trusteo of a collegiate in- 
stitute in speaking to him, referred 
to the great progress being made in 
the collegiate institute of his native 
town. The speaker was pleased’ to 
hear it and ask what he intended 
to do to meet the increased attend- 
ance. They were draining the  life- 
blood of the country in drawing the 
boys from the country and not send- 
ing them back again. The trustee ad- 
mitted the force of his argument and 
urged upon the speaker at the 
close of the conversation to visit 
the county council of his county and 
to appeal to them to introduce some- 
thing for the boys on the farm, The 
speaker drew a valuable lesson from 
tho sinking of the steamboat Repub- 
lic, and the splendid work of the 
crew who were on the job. That is 
what should permeate the farming 
work. Those engaged should be
